From tne Committee on Rules, Passed 


After a Stormy Session-Thirt-five 


Insurgents Do the Work. 


Cognomen "Czar of the House" Taken Away by a Coalition of 


Insurgents and Democrats-Regulars Fight Hard;, But the 


Result Was Foretold by the United Stand of 


Opposition-Seven Wisconsin Congressmen, 


Including Cooper Vote Against Speaker. 


WAHINGTON, March 19.—The Nor- 


ris sub in the form, of an amendment to 
his original resolution was adopted by a 
vote of 193 to 135. Another vote must 
be had on the original 
resolution 
as 


amended. 


The amended 
resolution 
providing 


for a new committee on rules was then 
put on its final passage. 


Tho previous question was ordered by 


a vote of 178 to 149. This makes, the 
Norris substitute for bis resolution in 
order and it will be placed on its pass- 
age. 


WASHINGTON, March 19— Represen- 


tative Norris, Nebraska, author if the 
resolution said that in every district, 
prayers were going up for the success of 
the movement to overthrow the rule of 
the speaker. 


WASHINGTON, March 39.—Represen- 


tative McCall, Massachusetts, arraigned 
the insurgent move as being at the "be- 
hest" of literary highwaymen and de- 
fended the speaker, likening him to 
Ulysses. He did not purpose delivering 
the speaker "bound hand and foot" over 
to the Democrats. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.-—Represen- 


tative Fitzgerald, Democrat, of New York 
of the rules committee, supported the 
resolution.

1MAGINATIVE RtCLAMATION 


In a lecture delivered in Chicago by 


an official of. the government 
reclama- 


tion service the statement was made that 
within .the limits of what is known as 
the west, omitting the millions of acres 
eastwards subject to redemption from 
the status of swamp lands, there arc 
suitable homes for fifteen millions of 
people on reclaimed lands. This author- 
ity said: 


"We have only begun to realize its 


possibilities, 
now existing, 
and 
are 


commencing to do big things in a. big 
way. The irrigation, drainage and haul- 
age, propositions now under way or being 
considered are the greatest in the world. 


"Farming is not the narrow affair it 


used to be. Growers' organizations have 
robbed the commission merchant of his 
sting. Rural delivery of mails, daily pa- 
pers, telephones, libraries, 
centralized 


schools and "trolley lines have removed 
forever the narrow provincialism which 
prevails so much in the more settled 
farming regions of the east, and have 
placed the westerner in the stimulating 
current of modern thought."' 


This may be all true, every word of 


it, but unless some -great reformation 
takes place the country will perceive 
millions of acres of assumed reclaimed 
lands imaginatively, because while the 
millions have been expended upon irriga- 
tion works and the waters may be im- 
pounded, the necessary side channels have 
not been provided for. This is the work 
stopped by the successors of Pinchot and 
Garjield, these two permitting the farm- 
ers who, in good faith, had bought land-, 
to dig their own ditches, that is, side 
channels, to convey the very costly im- 
pounded water, and be repaid by receiv- 
ing government certificates, which could 
be utilized in payment for lands. This 
their successors stopped under the state- 
ment congress had not expressly author- 
ized this proceeding. Again it must not 
be forgotten that millions of dollars have 
been spent in costly irrigation works in 
which al late accounts no water was 
there even to be carried by imaginative 
side channels or ditches. 


If our vaunted reclamation service ifi 


to attain the value claimed, something 
in the line of progression must lie adopt- 
ed. 


OBJECTING TO NATIONAL CHARTER

assures the country that not only' the 
interrogatories are necessary, but they 
must 
all be answered corre.ctly. He 


urges all to conform to the law ajid re- 
spond to every question to the fullest ex- 
tent possible. It is something new for 
an executive to seek by public proclama- 
tion to assist along the work of cen- 
sus taking and it fully shows the keen 
interest President Taft is taking in the 
work of government. 


It is not to the purpose here to com- 


ment upon the masses of statistics to be 
gathered, and the tons of statistics as 
regards the people, both to be duly print- 
ed in bulletins, followed by bulky vol- 
umes very few people ever see, and still 
fewer people ever even look at. But the 
president is not impelled to criticise the 
law, his official part is to by all rucans 
within his power have the census in- 
structions obeyed to the letter. 


Some of the questions .are impertinent, 


may be, but Ihis is unavoidable, and Ihe 
asking'of the question of course does not 
constitute the fact.

THE PRESIDENT'S LETTER 


The letter, of the president to an • as- 


semblage of Illinois editors in which he 
referred to insurgency and called for a 
united party as to endorsement of the 
last tariff, will be commented'upon like- 
ly enough. But the truth ia the Republi- 
can party as a party, will stand by the 
tariff for one reason, even as President; 
Taft himself said after seeking lower 
schedules on some items, it was the best 
that could be secured. It was from a 
congressional action, but that a tariff 
commission would have adjusted some 
schedules differently is also true. The 
tariff undoubtedly is the best the party 
has had; and numerous lowerings were 
made. H is also true the reductions ex- 
ceed the increases, and also true on 
many schedules no changes were made.

But 
a son or daughter regularly living in an- 
other locality should not be counted with 
the family at home.

A Census Family. 


A '"family," as a census term, 
may 


mean a group of individuals who occu- 
py jointly a dwelling place or part of

occupants and employes of a hotel, if 
they regularly sleep there, make up a 
single family, because they occupy one 
dwelling place, and persons living alone 
are regarded as larnilies.
